Orchards outside

. VIENNA (Renter) - Hongary yesterday that Budapest hoped to

Supreme Court on Wednesday, in a 
setback to President Ronald Rea- 
gan's administration.upheld a law 
that allows independent prosecutors 
to investigate alleged crimes by 
high-ranking government officials. 

The 7-1 Sacision Is crucial 
doubts about the convictions of for- 
mer Reagan aides Michael K. 
Deaver and Lyn C. Nofziger and 
clears away a possible stumbling 
block in the prosecution of ex-White 
House aides Oliver North, John 
Poindexter and two others indicted 
in the Iran-Contra scandal. 

The decision also allows an inves- 
tigation to continue into the activi- 
ties of Attorney General Edwin 
Meese III, accused of financial im- 
proprieties and conflicts of interest. 

The court, in a momentous consti- 
tutional decision, said the special 
Prosecutor law does not violate the 
separation of powers between the 
executive, legislative and judicial 
branches of government guaranteed 
by the Constitution. 

Justice Antonin Scalia, in bis lone 
dissent, said the balance of powers 
and the separation of powers are

what make the U.S. Constitution a 
unique and enduring document. 

“In dictatorships of the modem 
world, bills of rights are a dime a 
dozen,” he said. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, the 
newest member of the court and one 
of three justices appointed by Rea- 
gan, did not take part in the inde- 
pendent prosecutor decision. Ken- 
nedy disqualified himself without 
giving an explanation. 

The court’s ruling overturned a 
U.S. appeals court decision on Jan. 
22 that declared the Watergate-era 
special prosecutor law unconstitu- 
tonal. 

Congress passed the law, after the 
scandal that led to President Rich- 
ard Nixon's resignation, to provide 
an independent mechanism for in- 
vestigating alleged high-level gov- 
ernment wrongdoing. 

The immediate stakes in the case 
involved some of the most promi- 
nent figures of the Reagan presiden- 
cy. Deaver, convicted of lying to a 
grand jury and a congressional sub- 
committee that investigated his lob- 
bying activities, is awaiting sentenc-

1971; a deputy in the province's 
Congress 1973-1976; a deputy in the 
National Congress in Buenos Aires 
1983-1987. Last year, he was elected 
provincial governor for a term which 
expires in 1991. He is also a member 
of Justicialism's national council. In 
1985, a Buenos Aires newspaper 
chose him as one of “Ten Most Out- 
standing Deputies” in Congress. 

Perl is an associate professor of 
international Jaw and of human 
rights and guarantees at Buenos 
Aires University. Because of his po- 
litical and other duties, the governor 
currently shuttles almost every week 
between the capital of Chubut, 
Rawson, and Buenos Aires, a dis- 
tance of 1,450 km. 

This politician is a true. commit- 
ted Peronist. Asked to comment on 
the extent of anti-Semitism in Ar- 
gentina, be begins by stating that anti- 
Semitism exists worldwide, that Le- 
viticus already describes the concept 
of the scapegoat, and that it has 
often been found useful to cast Jews 
in that role, “conditioning their exis- 
tence as a people, in addition to 
their stubborn religious faith.”

His 
main concer, he explains, was with 
sects such as the Moonies, “with its 
commercial and political features”;

NOW that Abu Iyad (Salah Khalaf), Yasser Arafat's influen- 
tial senior aide, has dismissed as unrepresentative the sensa- 
tion-making “PLO view” paper put out, ostensibly in Arafat's 
name, by his political advisor, Bassam Abu-Sherif. it is time 
for an autopsy. ; 

Abu-Sherif’s literary perfomance earned it some pretty 
good notices in Washington, mainly from the State Depart- 
ment and notably from Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy. On arrival in Jeddah last week, Mr. Murphy lauded 
the “PLO view” as a “contribution to a rational discussion of 
the problem.” He found it ‘striking in that it talked about 
(Palestinians and Israelis) living side by side.” 

That was precisely the impression Abu-Sherif had 
sought to create. To that end he formalized previously infor- 
mal suggestions by the PLO that the time was ripe for a two- 
state peace settlement between Israel and the Palestinians, 
and for good measure he threw in a proposal for direct talks 
between the two parties. That meant the final abandonment of 
any idea for a joint Jordanian-PLO representation of Palestin- 
ian interests in peace talks. The compensation, however, was a 
supposedly implied recognition of Israel's legitimate state- 
hood, and of the inevitability of peace with the “Zionist 
entity.” ‘ 

The stylistic invention was impressive, and it was certainly 
enough to tum some American heads. That must have been 
just what Abu-Sherif was aiming at: to supply the PLO with a 
fresh image aimed to secure Arafat's primary political objec- 
tive today, which is official recognition by the U.S. γη- 
ment. Behind the mask there was still the familiar PLO face, 
but it took some close examination to detect it. 

The condition laid down by the U.S. that the PLO must first 
renounce terrorism, was silently rejected by Abu-Sherif. Ac- 
ceptance of the requirement that the PLO acknowledge Isra- 
el's legitimacy was not stated, but presumably expected to be 
inferred. On the subject of Resolutions 242 and 338, Abu- 
Sherif added a startling gloss to Arafat's well-known formula: 
in the context of “all’” UN resolutions regarding the Palestin- 
jan issue, the PLO already accepts 242 and 338. 

The fundamentalists in the PLO were evidently not much 
amused by all this. They were, in fact, alarmed by the possibili- 
ty that what started out as a public-relations exercise might 
wind up as the organization’s platform. The heads of all of the 
PLO's “radical” factions came out against it with their guns 
blazing. Even within the “mainstream” Fatah, only leading 
official Khaled al-Hassan applauded Abu-Sherif. Arafat him- 
self remained silent, as is his wont in such cases. 

With Abu Iyad’s attack on Abu-Sherif’s trial balloon as an
